We must prepare 
ourselves for its continuance, and 
for the continuance of the unrest 
produced by it in every contested 
district, until such time as it has 
succeeded and passed into a more 
advanced phase .. . We must find 
our best helpers not in our for- 
mer most obedient subjects, but 
among those now most active in 
agitating against us, for it will be 
the intellectual leaders of the 
people who will serve the pur- 
pose, and these are not the phi- 
losophers nor the rich, but the 
demagogues and the politicians 
... The alternative is to hold on 
to them with ever lessening force 
until the anarchy is too expensive 
and we let go.”’ 


None Listened 

This was 41 years ago. ‘A 
prophet is not without honor but 
in his own country, and among 
his own kin, and in his. own 
house.) None listened to the man 
who had created and directed the 
Arab revolt and thwarted the 
Germans. He urged that the Brit- 
ish government note the demands 
for new social and political out- 
look growing out of the Russian 
revolution. Perhaps his wisest ob- 
servation was the advice that the 
British deal, not with their Arab 
friends, but with the new leaders. 
Lawrence said that there was a 
néw pivot in history, that the 
French and British would have to 
go ... what mattered was how 
they went. 


The advice was not taken. The 
same old routine went on. Kings 
were set up. Sheiks, Pashas, and 
Effendis came and went. The 
sources of the discontent of 41 
years ago were all about them. 
The living and working conditions 
of the Arabs were a stench in the 
nose of man and morality. 


It is the Pashas and Effendis 
who have made this newest 
Syrian coup. This action was a 
blow to Colonel Nasser. This 
pleased many persons, because 
the colonel has perhaps an un- 
usually large share of the bom- 
bast and arrogance which goes 
with new nationalisms. But, none- 
theless, while he has been disil- 
lusioned by his relationships with 
the Russians, and they with him, 
Colonel Nasser has not made the 
error of dealing with the Pashas. 


Old Idea 

It may be that there will be a 
Syrian attempt to revive the old 
idea of an Arab federation to 
counter Colonel Nasser’s pan- 
Arab plans. But it is doubtful if 
the Pashas of Syria can bring it 
off. 


Of all the Arab lands, none is so 
deeply infiltrated by communism 
as Syria. Communism early got 
a foothold in Aleppo, a center 
of textile manufacturing, taking 
over from some of the first, per- 
secuted trade union groups. As 
late as 1954 Syrian Communists 
polled 45,000 votes. 


Syria has been the most anti- 
Western of all the Middle-Eastern 
states. This is traced back to the 
late 19th Century when Damascus 
was the center of fanatic Arab 
nationalism. 


Syria gained independence from 
France after the Second World 
War. Her politics have been con- 
sistently chaotic, reflecting the in- 
ability of any group long to gain 
or hold public support. That the 
Communists have been a pro- 
ducer of much of this chaos is un- 
questioned. There is a multipli- 
city of parties, or was until Col- 
onel Nasser took charge. Now

Then Ah- 
mad spoke to an interpreter, and 
the interpreter turned to Johnson 
and said, ‘“‘He wants to embrace 
you.” 


The vice president moved for- 
ward slightly, and Ahmad, whose 
arms barely came up to the tall 
Texan’s shoulder, put his arms 
around him.

I've seen you,” Johnson said 
through the interpreter.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Ambas- 
sador Adlai Stevenson confirmed 
Sunday that Russia and the 
United States had agreed to sup- 
port Burma’s ambassador to the 
United Nations U Thant as the 
next U.N. Secretary General. 


Stevenson said on his - bi- 
weekly ABC-TV program “Adlai 
Stevenson Reports’ that the 
Soviet Union had withdrawn its 
demand for a three-man “troika” 
secretariat and that the United 
States and other Western nations 
in turn had “made an enormous 
concession in conceding the idea 
of a cabinet”’ under the Secretary 
General. He said the number of 
under-secretaries in this cabinet 
was still to be worked out. 


Stevenson revealed that U 
Thant had been agreed on by the 
Soviets and the Americans by 
saying “there will be a Secretary 
General. And, by the way, I 
should say we have agreed on 
him. Ambassador U Thant of 
Burma is acceptable to the Soviet 
Union and highly acceptable to 
the United States.” 


Referring to the talks over the 
new cabinet for the secretariat, 
he said, ‘‘We are now at the point 
where we seem to be engaged in 
a numbers game.” 


*‘Now we seem to be engaged in 
a dispute as to how many under 
secretaries he will have who will 
constitute his cabinet, and from 
what regions of the world shall 
they come.”

D. Taylor left for South Viet 
Nam Sunday and indicated the 
United States would be reluctant 
to commit troops against Com- 
munist-backed guerrillas there 
“unless absolutely necessary.”’ 


President John F. Kennedy an- 
nounced last Wednesday he was 
sending Gen. Taylor and an l11- 
man mission to make an “edu- 
cated military guess” on whether 
the United States would be re- 
quired to send troops to stop Com- 
munist advances in Southeast 
Asia. 


The President also ordered the

INCREASINGLY RELUCTANT 


Before departing aboard a mili- 
tary jet airliner, Taylor was 
asked to comment on reports that 
President Kennedy is becoming 
increasingly reluctant to commit 
U.S. forces to a fighting role mn 
Viet Nam. A U.S. military ad- 
visory group is currently confined 
to advising and training Viet- 
namese soldiers. 


Taylor declined to speak for the 
President but went on to say that 
“any American would be reluc- 
tant to use troops unless absolute- 
ly necessary.” 


His remarks appeared to re- 
flect a tendency on the part of 
high administration sources to 
pull back from earlier warnings 
of the possible use of U.S. troops 
in the fighting.

The presence of Khrushchev 
at Vnukovo Airport when Chou 
and his delegation arrived might 
have constituted only a protocol 
gesture. It also was possible that 
Khrushchev was cultivating Peip- 
ing to ensure unity during the 
congress, especially on the Berlin 
question. 


AGREEMENT SOUGHT 


Khrushchev presumably _ will 
seek to secure the agreement of 
the other Communist leaders to 
his terms for negotiation with 
the West on Berlin and Ger- 
many. 


The foreign policy discussions 
were expected to be conducted 
privately during the congress or 
immediately after it ends on 
about Oct. 27. Many of the foreign 
Communist leaders are expected 
to remain in Moscow until the 
celebration of the 44th anniver- 
sary of the Bolshevik Revolution 
on Nov. 7. 


It was not excluded that the 
Communist leadership may come 
to a decision during the congress 
as to just how far they are willing 
to go toward Western conditions 
for the convening of four-power 
negotiations. 


Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
A. Gromyko returned here last 
Wednesday and _ reported to 
Khrushchev on his talks in New 
York, Washington and London. 
The Soviet diplomat sought with 
Western leaders to define a frame- 
work for negotiations. 


Although no agreement was 
reached, Gromyko gained a clear- 
er view of United States and Brit- 
ish attitudes. 


DIVISION OPPOSED 


The Western powers are refus- 
ing to accede to Soviet demands 
that any four-power talks be di- 
rected at concluding a _ peace 
treaty which will formalize the 
division of Germany. The West is 
seeking a Berlin compromise that 
will not infringe on its commit- 
ment to obtain German reunifica- 
tion through free elections. 


Llewellyn E. Thompson Jr., the 
U.S. ambassador, now is sched- 
uled to return to Moscow from 
Washington on Oct. 26 instead of 
next Tuesday as planned origi- 
nally. The ambassador will be 
prepared to resume contacts with 
the Soviet government on a possi- 
ble basis for East-West negotia- 


tions.

Ford’s assembly line at the 
Hapeville plant will remain still 
Monday, even though the strike 
by the United Auto Workers 
against the national company has 
been settled. 


Ford officials said Sunday that 
it would take some time to get 
the supplies needed to start the 
line operating. “The supply 
plants were out on strike, too,” 
the spokesman said. 


Earl Miller, public relations 
representative for Ford, said Sun- 
day that plant officials could 
perhaps decide Monday when the 
plant would begin operations 
again. He said workers would be 
notified by letter, telegram or 
public advertisements when to 
come back to work. 


DETROIT RESUMES 


Meanwhile, in Detroit, the UAW 
ordered a virtual end to all 
strikes at Ford’s plants around 
the nation. Ford said in Detroit 
that it would begin partial pro- 
duction there Monday. 


Two plants — one a Wayne, 
Mich., assembly plant with 1,700 
workers and one a_ Cleveland, 
Ohio, stamping plant with 3,200 
workers — will remain on strike. 


In Detroit the UAW Internation- 
al Executive Board ordered back 
to work seven bargaining units 
representing 13,000 workers at 
Ford’s giant manufacturing and 
assembly complex at nearby 
Dearborn. 


The board’s action came after 
the rapid-fire settlement Sunday 
of six new local-level disputes 
that came in the wake of three 
others overnight. Most of these 
local unions had been on strike 
13 days. 


3-YEAR PACKAGE 


The UAW and Ford reached 
agreement on a new three-year 
national economic package last 
Thursday and the union called off 
its national strike but permitted 
some 20 locals to continue strik- 
ing in support of at-the-plant con- 
tract demands.. 


One of Sunday’s settlements 
was at Ford’s St. Louis assembly 
plant where 1,000 unionists had 
been on strike since July 26 in 
a dispute over production stand- 
ards and relief time, plus an ac- 
cumulation of some 500 grievanc- 
es over company discipline. 


Besides the St. Louis settle- 
ment, others reach@i Sunday in- 
cluded three units at Cleveland, 
representing two engine plants 
and a foundry with a total of 
7,350 production workers; an en- 
gine plant at Lima, Ohio, with 
2,700; a spark plug plant at Fo- 
‘storia, Ohio, with 1,225. 


JERSEY REOPENING 


Overnight settlements were 
reached at Mahwah, N.J., where 
Ford’s largest assembly plant is 
located; at the Deaborn, Mich., 
research and engineering facility, 
and at the Kansas City assembly 
plant. 


Mahwah employs 4,200; Kansas 
City, 2,800 and Dearborn research 
and engineering 1,250. 


Tom Bladen, president of Mah- 
wah Local 906, said Ford had 
agreed to ‘“‘spend a considerable 
amount of money in engineering 
changes which should overcome 
the unique heat problems” which 
have caused strife at Mahwah. 


Bladen said Ford had agreed 
to wipe out disciplinary penalties 
against 700 Mahwah employes 
who walked out there last month 
when they said temperatures 
reached 117 in the plant. He said

Freedom of Choice Is 
Still Fundamental Right 


The rights of workers to organize, to 
bargain collectively and to campaign vig- 
orously for union membership are part of 
the framework of this country’s free-en- 
terprise economy. But when these are ex- 
tended to force workers to join a union in 
order to hold a job, something’s a bit 
awry with our definition of rights. 

Yet the National Labor Relations 
Board, reversing a previous ruling, has 
approved the so-called agency shop as 
“a lawful form of union security con- 
tract” under the Taft-Hartley Act. Ex- 
cept in name, the agency shop is com- 
pulsory unionism. Under this concept 
non-union workers are required to pay 
the union the equivalent of its dues and 
fees as a condition of employment. 
Non-union workers are thus denied a 
freedom of choice but must pay for the 
right to keep a job. Unless they join the 
union and submits to its rules, they have 
no choice. This is coercion, pure and sim- 
ple. 


The right of labor to organize and to 
bargain collectively in freedom was never 
meant to be the denial of individual free- 
dom itself.

A Stiffer Code 


For Politics? 


WASHINGTON—Is this nation, without even 
realizing it, moving into a new age in politics? eae 
An age in which that kind of honesty that has * a 
never before been associated with politics is going to be de- 
manded? Two recent events make one wonder. 

First there was the Richard 
Nixon-Goodwin Knight episode. 
Knight, a Republican power in 
California and a candidate for 
governor, said that Nixon had of- 
fered him his choice of state jobs 
if he, Knight, would not run 
against him, Nixon, in the gov- 
ernor’s race. 

So what? That’s politics. At 
least it used to be politics. Ap- 
parently not any more. Knight 
was shocked. What a dastardly. 
thing, he moaned. Oh how sicken- 
ing, he wailed. How disreputable, 
he cried. 


As luck would have it, Knight 
did his wailing and moaning at a 
press conference. Soon the whole 
nation was told of Nixon’s treach- 
ery. Soon everybody was saying 
tch-tch-tch and so forth. (Almost 
everybody. Barry Goldwater, a 
columnist for The Atlanta Consti- 
tution, said he didn’t see anything 
wrong at all. Just politics, he said, 
to his everlasting glory.) 

The second episode involved 
John Duncan Jr., the Georgian 
who is an assistant secretary of 
agriculture.

Again, so what? Aren't mem- 
bers of the administration sup- 
posed to press for support of their 
measures? 

Even giving Duncan the worst 
of it, all he did was something 
like this: He told a representative 
of Group A that if it didn’t sup- 
port the bill, the administration 
probably would be more favorable 
to requests of Group B, which 
was supporting it, than to re- 
quests of Group A. Since when 
has that been scandalous? 

The whole thing is very disturb- 
ing. It would seem that the moral- 
ity of the Boy Scouts is becoming 
the morality of politics. The BSA 
is a fine organization but politics 
demands a more flexible code. 
This doesn’t mean politicians are 
or should be dishonest. It means 
that there is more than one kind 
of honor. 

If this is a trend and not just 
two coincidences, there may be 
trouble ahead. Suppose this move- 
ment reaches the state level? Sup- 
pose candidates for governor start 
meaning what they say?

But Rallies 


DALLAS, Tex. (UPI) — House 
Speaker Sam Rayburn alternately 
lost ground then rallied Sunday in 
his fight against incurable cancer. 


The Baylor University Medical 
Center said the 79-year-old repre- 
sentative ‘‘seemed weaker”’ early 
in the day, but later managed to 
rally. 


Since then, he alternated be- 
tween lying quietly in his bed as 
though near sleep and conversing 
brightly with doctors and mem- 
bers of his family. 


“There is no major change in 
his condition,” said Dr. Ralph 
Tompsett, chief of internal medi- 
cine at Baylor. 


Dr. Tompsett said Dr. Anthony 
Curreri, director of cancer re- 
search at the University of Wis- 
consin, arrived at the hospital 
Sunday. Dr. Curreri, one of the 
nation’s top cancer specialists, be- 
gan consultation with Rayburn’s 
four doctors. 


Dr. Tompsett said the first 
course in chemotherapy using the 
experimental drugs 5 fluorouracil 
and FUDR, a derivative of 5 fluor- 
ouracil, was finished Sunday. He 
said when Rayburn’s condition 
permits, doctors want to start ra- 
diation treatments to try to stop 
the spread of the cancer. 


Dr. Tompsett said Rayburn had 
no visitors other than his family 
Sunday.

The Soviet Union still leads the 
field in the effort to woo world 
opinion with kilowatts with its 
broadcasts 1050 hours a week. 
But the Voice will soon leave its 
fourth place position for higher 
altitude. 


Closing the socalled “hours 
per week” gap results in part 
from stepped up broadcasts by 
the Voice to Latin America in 
line with complaints voiced by 
President John F. Kennedy dur- 
ing his campaign for office. For 
example, he often criticized the 
absence of programs in Portu- 
guese to South America, the lan- 
guage of one-third of the area’s 
population. 


The Voice began its Portuguese 
broadcasts in August, increasing 
them to 14 hours a week last 
month. Now it is about to step up 
such programs by another seven 
hours to a total of 21 hours. In 
addition, its Spanish broadcasts 
there are being increased to 
South America by some 21 hours 
a week to a total of 63. 


These additional 28 hours a 
week are just enough to move 
the Voice into a tie for second 
place with the Communist Chi- 
nese at a total of 714 hours a 
week. Assuming Peiping Radio 
maintains its present schedule, 
the Voice would take undisputed 
title to second place later in the 
year -when new programs to 
Southeast Asia and ' Africa begin.

Production 
Unjammed

WASHINGTON—After years of 
fumbling, delays and deficiencies, 
the program to equip army troops 
with the new M14 rifle has been 
set on a satisfactory course, of- 
ficials said Sunday. 


They noted that the Berlin gar- 
rison, combat units of the 7th 
army, the 10lst Airborne Divi- 
sion in this country and various 
training units have the new semi- 
automatic weapon that was 
adopted in 1957 to replace the M1 
of World War II. 


President John F. Kennedy, an- 
swering critics of his military 
buildup, observed at his news 
conference last week that produc- 
tion rates for the M14 have been 
increased from 9,000 to 44,000 a 
month. Pentagon officials gave 
assurance that the rate was still 
increasing. 


The assurance came as a po- 
litical issue appeared to be boil- 
ing up over the competition for 
contracts to produce the M14. In 
addition there have been public 
recriminations over past delays. 


The officials also revealed that 
the administration had included 
an incentive clause in the latest 
contract for the manufacture of 
the rifle. This is the first incen- 
tive clause to be made known 
since defense contractors were 
given a stern lecture two weeks 
ago over inadequate military pro- 
duction. 


Deputy Defense Secretary Ros- 
well H. Gilpatric told the Na- 
tional Security Industrial Associa- 
tion, an organization of defense 
contractors, that from now on 
the Pentagon would be more in- 
terested in incentive contracts 
than in “cost plus” contracts, 
which virtually guarantee profits 
regardless of production results. 


A clause in the latest rifle con- 


tract provides that if the com- 


pany fails to meet its production 
schedule, it will be penalized; 
if it exceeds its schedule, it will 
receive a bonus. 


The company, Thompson-Ramo- 
Woolridge, Inc., of Cleveland, was 
awarded two contracts totaling 
$15,076,234. One contract of $8,- 
554-070 is for 100,000 M14 rifles 
and the other is a $6,522,164 con- 
tract for the rehabilitation of its 
facilities and the purchase of pro- 
duction equipment, 


Initial deliveries of the rifle 
are to begin in 13 months.

And 
I suppose I could refer to them 


if it would do anybody any good. 
Nevertheless, they’re still spots. 
They are akin to freckles but 
they aren't exactly freckles. 


The brown spots are the result 


oring, in the skin. The cells may 
be dormant for many years, and 
then take on this browa color as 
we grow older, In other instances, 
their appearance is provoked or 


accelerated by exposure to sun 
and wind—which, of course, is 
true of freckles, too. 


There is this difference. Frec- 
kles are most likely to appear in 
redheads. The brown spots are 
moré common in brunets. 


There isn’t any treatment, other 
than the use of cosmetics to cover 
up the spots, if one considers 
them that important, It’s just a 
matter of certain skins having 
jthis characteristic. 


However, one happy thought oc- 
curs to me: The spots are not of 
any significance to health, and 
when people begin worrying about 
them, I can usually say to my- 
self,’ ‘Well, here’s somebody 
who doesn’t have any serious 
health worries.’”’ For, human na- 
ture being what it is, we don’t 
fret about the unimportant things 
if we are absorbed in serious ones. 


“Dear Dr. Molner: I read 
your booklet, How To Stop Sin- 
us Trouble, but in no way did 
it pertain to me. My nose is 
running constantly. I would not 
think of leaving the house for 
any length of time without a 
good supply of hankies. Please 
answer how to control or cure 
such a condition.—V.L.” 


Treatment for sinus isn’t much 
good unless you first have the 
trouble. And from your brief 
description your case sounds very 
much more like allergic rhinitis. 


This is a perfect example of 
why I preach .so constantly the 
rule that correct diagnosis is the 
foundation of all good medical 
care. Relief isn’t going to begin 
until after the first vital step has 
been taken—finding out definitely 
what the trouble is and if an 
allergy, the nature of the offend- 
ing material. 

“Dear Dr. Molner: Is there 
any cure for bed-wetting in a 
teen-age boy? It never happens 
in summer when the weather is 
warm, or even in winter if he 
is kept very warm, Is it kidney 
trouble? Is it a nervous condi- 
tion? Would consulting a doctor 
help?—A.M.” 


Since it doesn’t happen regular- 
ly, there’s no reason to think it 
is kidney or bladder trouble. Nor 
is it likely to be a nervous con- 
dition, unless he has a particular 
reaction to heing chilled.

What will those scientists ask 
for next? 


To 21 men in the Georgia Tech 
Engineering Experiment Station 
machine shop this is a_ vital 
question. 


They've already mastered the 
manuafcture of an ion accelerator 
for a Van de Graaf electrostatic 
generator, They’ye made a ma- 
chine to snip loost threads from 
ladies’ undergarments and they’re 
modified nozzles for plasma jet 
sprayers. 


With hundreds of research 
projects underway at Tech, scien- 
tistsekeep finding that new tools 
must be built to help them with 
their work. 


BRIEFING SESSIONS 

At this point, specifications in 
hand, the scientist visits the ma- 
chine shop where he confers with 
the machinists (who also serve as 
carpenters, electricians, mechan- 
ics, welders and cabinet makers) 
and outlines his needs. 


Recently, one researcHér needed 
(and had built) a geodesic radar 
lens with dimensions so precise 
they had to be checked by elec- 
tronic computers. Other scientists 
asked for (and got) rocket motors, 


bacon wrapping devices, and 
equipment for photographing 
sound waves in a smoke-filled 
tube. 


While the unusual is usual to the 
machinists in the shop, Dan 
Thomas, shop head, admits he has 
a problem on his hands from time 
to time. These problems crop up 
when scientists spot the half-mil- 
lion dollars worth of machinery in 
the shop. This brings out the do- 
it-yourself urge in some of them, 
and they must be restrained. 
“There are only one or two like 
that,”” Thomas says, looking with 
a worried and protective eye at 
his intricate and well-cared-fog 
equipment. 


WIDE RANGE 

This machine shop, which back- 
stops the over $4 million a year 
research being carried on at Tech, 
has turned out equipment to help 
scienitsts in almost every conceiv- 
able field. 


The machinists, long used to 
fabricating items from machines 
that separate meat from bony 
parts of the chicken to equipment 
for the Tech radiosotopes labora- 
tory, recently had a more mun- 
dane request. 


They were called on to build a 
portable comfort station for a 
communications field site.

All levies except for debt serv- 
ice and schools are made on a 
net digest, that’ is, after home 
stead exemptions have been al 
lowed, School and debt levies are 
without homestead exemptions. 


SCHOOL NOT REPORTED 


White predicted that all levies 
made by the city will remain 
unchanged in 1962, but school of- 
ficials said they have not yet 
completed budgetary studies and 
could hazard no prediction at this 
time. Previously, however, school 
leaders have expressed hope that 
no raise would be needed. 


If any change is mandatory, it 
will be made early in the new 
year. 


Both the city and schools adopt 
budgets at the beginning of the 
year, and any needed changes 
can be made at that time. Under 
the law, the city must levy the 
rate requested by the Atlanta 
Board of Education. 


$4 MILLION SURPLUS 

The city proper carried for- 
ward $3.5 million as a cash sur- 
plus into 1961, and the cash 
surplus is expected to be upwards 
of $4 million for this year, al- 
though city fiscal officials hasten 
to warn against ‘“‘too much opti- 
mism,”’ 

Schools had a balance of $4,239,- 
000 last January, and the figure 
must remain relatively constant 
to insure sound fiscal operations 
for the new year. 


For the first time since 1942, 
the city will get a new adminis- 
tration in January when Mayor- 
nominate Ivan Allen Jr. is ex- 
pected to take over. 


BOND ISSUE TALKED 


There, however, appears little 
likelihood that taxes will be in- 
creased except in case of emer- 
gencies. 


The full impact of the new ad- 
ministration and new demands 
for services and facilities will be 
felt later—when plans jell for a 
bond issue for many improve- 
ments to meet the needs of what 
officials call a growing city. 

It is expected that the Allen 
administration will launch a 
study of needs as against the 
city’s ability to finance them and 
that some sort of a bond issue 
will be readied for ratification of 
voters as early as is regarded 
as practical. 

Mayor-nominate Allen, Sam 
Massell Jr., who will succeed Lee 
Evans as president of the alder- 
manic board, Aldermen-nominate 
Cecil Turner, Richard Freeman, 
Buddy Fowlkes and Rodney Cook, 
all of whom will be new faces 
in the 1962 city government, have 
been invited to attend Monday’s 
committee session. 

LICENSES SCHEDULED 

The city prepared an operating 
budget calling for an outlay of 
$32.2 million last January. Schools 
had a budget calling for $29,- 
792,490. 


In addition to setting the tax 
rate, aldermen also are expected 
lo approve city license taxes on 
some 18,500 businesses operating 
in Atlanta. There are some 650 
different classifications. 


James J. Little, city clerk, said 
there is no change in a single 
classification from the 1961 sched- 
ule. Licenses range from a few 
dollars a year to $1,350 a year. 


Fails to Sway Counties

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Atomic 
scientist Ralph Lapp said Sunday 
a nuclear war between the United 
States and Russia would be over 


“in one night, perhaps at most 
two nights.” 


He rejected suggestions that the 
United States would be able to 
bounce back quickly from such 
a holocaust. 


“I think that we would be in 
the broken-back phase of our life 
and we would be struggling 
merely to get food and to live,” 
Lapp said. 


“I assure you that both sides 
will be decimated,’’ Lapp said, if 
an East-West nuclear war un- 
leashed 10,000 megatons of atomic 
explosives — equal to 10 billion 
tons of TNT. 


Lapp, who worked on the World 
War II Manhattan atomic bomb 
project and other U. S. nuclear 
programs, said the Russians knew 
where U. S. missile sites were 
located and would aim at them 
rather than cities in any atomic 
war “for it would avail an enemy

GENEROSITY SURPRISES

surprised by the generosity of 
the concessions made to the 
Katanga regime. They have 
withheld public comment, how- 
ever, pending the return of U.N. 
negotiator Mahmoud Khiari from 


Katanga. 


Apparently the only communica- 
tion the U.N. here has had from 
Khiari is a brief note saying 
that the agreement was signed 
after a long and difficult bar- 
gaining session. Khiari added 
that he would explain the agree- 
ment upon his return to Leopold- 
ville. 


The U.N. negotiator is expected 
to arrive here Monday or Tues- 
day. Originally it was thought 
that he would attend the Monday 
exchange of prisoners in Elisa- 
bethville, the Katanga capital. 


It was not known whether a 
Katangese delegation would ac- 
company Khiari here. A delega- 
tion is expected soon to arrange 
possible talks between Tshombe 


Essentially the cease-fire agree- 
ment returns the city of Elisabeth- 
ville to its Sept. 12 status, or to 
the conditions that prevailed prior 
to the U.N.’s military and politi- 
cal moves against the Tshombe 
government on Sept. 13. 


The central government is be- 
lieved to be annoyed at the 
cease-fire agreement for several 
reasons. Leopoldville officials as- 
sert that the overall document 
gives considerable concessions to 
the Katangese and appears to 
recognize a U.N. military failure 
in Katanga. 

There is also criticism here be- 
cause the document allows the 
Katangese to restore their north 
Katanga garrison to their earlier 
strength and because it says that 
the cease-fire will not be violated 
if the Katangese fire at an “‘ex-

O’Neil Play Hit 


As Too ‘Heavy’

Eugene O'Neill’s ‘Moon for the Misbegotten” comes 
across the stage like straight moonshine whisky sloshing 
down your throat, taking too long to get there, searing 
with rawness and dulling the senses with its heaviness. 


The Academy Theater made a 
valiant attempt at creating the 
tragic playwright’s misbegotten 
characters for its opening produc- 
tion of the year, but the nicest 
thing that can be said for the 
play is that it was misbegotten 
from the beginning. 


The first act runs a full 60 
minutes, the second act 50 min- 
utes, and the third 55 minutes. 
The fourth act was still wallow- 
ing in its heavy, earthy melo- 
drama at press time. 


TOUCHES OF GREATNESS 


Crude, raw, funny, and almost 
touching, the element of great- 
ness is present in the play, but 
it never gets far enough out of 
O'Neil’s “Tobacco Road’ out- 
house to-be really moving or 
forceful. * 


Frank Wittow, director of the 
play, admittedly had an over- 
whelming problem to cope with 
in presenting the tragic melo- 
drama, and for the most part, he 
was overcome by it. The best 
thing he could have done would 
have been to cut the play in half. 


The play takes place in a tenant 

farmer’s front yard in Connecti- 
cut in the fall of 1923, and prob- 
ably the most successful part of 
the entire preduction -was the 
Stage setting for which no credit 
was given in the program. The 
single set was beautifully done 
and was entirely believable. 


All five of the play’s actors 
did commendable jobs, even 
though they never completely suc- 
ceeded in capturing O’Neil’s mis- 
begotten creatures. If nothing else, 
Gloria Maloof, Paul Boesing, and 
Sydney. Walter each deserve 
awards just for memorizing the 
millions of words the script calls 
for them to remember.

Urged tor 


Airlines 
By ROBERT J. SERLING 

WASHINGTON (UPI)—An avia- 
tion economist said Sunday the 
federal government and the air- 
lines must take radical steps to 
cure commercial aviation’s finan- 
cial problems, including drastic 
route overhauls and new mergers. 


Wilfred Owen, transportation 
expert of the Brookings Institu- 
tion, urged a national aviation 
transportation policy and blamed 
the federal government for much 
of the airlines’ current troubles. 


“There is an official reluctance 


to anticipate and take into ac-, 


count emerging new problems,” 
Owen wrote in a special booklet 
on air transportation. ‘“The fed- 
eral government is still unwilling 
or unable to assume responsibil- 
ity for national transportation 
policies and programs that can 
create and maintain a total sys- 
tem of modern transportation.” 


ROUTE REVISION 

Owen said the government must 
face up to a possible need for 
complete revision of the nation’s 
air route structure, as well as for 
widespread major airline merg- 
ers. 


“U.S. air travel appears to sup- 
port 11 trunk carriers,”’ he said. 
“The need for air carrier consol- 
idation based on a federal plan 
is becoming more apparent as the 
jet age continues to alter circum- 
stances and solutions." 


Owen’s blunt views were in a 
pamphlet as back- 
ground material for an industry- 
government conference on civil 
aviation problems. Sponsored by 
the Connecticut General Life In- 
surance Co. and scheduled to be 
held in Hartford, Conn., Nov. 1-3. 


MOST NEVER FLEW 


Owen’s treatise included these 
additional points underlining the 
airlines’ financial difficulties: 

—Nine out of 10 Americans have 
never flown, and a good portion 
of this huge untapped market will 
not be penetrated to any extent 
until aviation improves its safe- 
ty record. 


—Even in the peak summer 
period, the airlines are flying 
with 40 per cent of their available 
seats empty. 


—Seat capacity is growing fast- 
er than patronage because of the 
expansion of jet fleets. 


—Even the most modern airport 
planning involves an “uneasy 
compromise” between wanting a 
terminal close to a city and yet 
far enough away to avoid noise 
complaints. 


ACCESS NEGLECTED 


—Too many airports have been 
built with “little or no consider- 
ation for means of access,” re- 
sulting in ground transportation 
bottlenecks that make jet speeds 
useless; a saving of 10 minutes 
in ground transit at both ends 
of trip would have the same ef- 
fect as increasing airspeed from 
400 to 1,000 miles per hour.

Steel Nears

CLEVELAND (#—October ship- 
ments of finished steel are near- 


ing an 18-month high, Steel Mag- 
azine reported Sunday, predicting 
shipments will approach 6.5 mil- 
lion tons despite auto industry 
strikes. 


The magazine noted that the 
trend in steel shipments has 
been rising steadily since Feb- 
ruary, except for a seasonal set- 
back in July. “The automotive 
shutdowns have forced steelmak- 
ers to hold back shipments and 
temper their forecasts slightly,” 
the publication said, “but they 
have not been serious enough to 
reverse the market’s direction.”’ 


Until auto strikes are ended 
and that industry steps up its 
demand, probably later this 
month, the metalworking weekly 
Said steelmakers expect the mar- 
ket to hold at its present level. 
It explained the market can be 
sustained by requirements of the 
construction industry, appliance 
makers, shipbuilders and capital 
equipment producers. 


Steel output this week should 
be slightly higher than the esti- 
mated 2,080,000 tons the industry 
poured last week, the magazine 
said. Output then was off by 
one per cent from the previous 
week.

It’s always a pleasure to watch a professional 
at work and now that baseball—that national bore 
that apparently begins right after Christmas and runs

This season Atlanta will be honored with the 
appearance of many great artists, but none could be 
more charming or earnest than Miss Francoise Vetter, 
the principal cellist for the Atlanta Symphony Or- 
chestra, which begins its 1961-62 season Thursday.
